The police and servants resisted 
stoutly, but the mob surged. forward 
and entered the house.

Investigators Find That Healthy Per- 


sons Frequently Harbor the Organ- 
isms That Produce the Disease. 


The medical commission appointed by 
the Board of Health last October to in- 
vestigate pneumonia made its first report 
yesterday. The papers are to appear in 
the forthcoming issue of Experimental 
Medicine, published under the auspices 
of the Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research. A. majority of the Directors 
of the institution are among the members 
of the commission, 

The commission consisted of Dr. Ed- 
ward G. Janeway of New York, Presi-

’ obtained the co-operation in special re- 
searches of Dr. W. T. Longcope in Phila- 
delphia, Dr. C. W. Duval and Dr. Lewis 
_ $m Boston, and, Drs. William H. Park, 
Leo Buerger, Prof. F. C. Wood and 
Charles Norris in New York, while the 
direction and organization of the work 
‘ was under Prof, Philip Hanson Hiss of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
The commission was formed because the 
increasing death rate from pneumonia 
“has alarmed the Board of Health, and 


' because the cause of the disease has long 


* been recognized as one of the first prob- 
lems in sanitary importance. 


Should Be Preventable. 


The report says that there can be no 
question that the disease is due to micro- 
organisms, and that contagion, when it 
occurs, must practically always be the 

{result of communication, directly or in- 
from one human befhg to an- 


other. “‘ The conclusion, therefore, seems 


‘ justifiable,” says the report, “that these | 


diseases [of the respiratory organs] are 
essentially communicable, and however 
great the inherent difficulties of the sub- 
ject may be, theoretically at least, they 
should be to a greater or less extent pre- 
ventable.”’ 

It is pointed out that one of the great 
difficulties in the way of prevention arises 
from the fact that the organisms of pneu- 
monia, known as pneumococci, are pres- 
ent to a very large extent in the respira- 
tory organs of healthy persons, On this 
subject Dr. Hiss makes arspecial report. 

The report points out that in the last 
twenty years the general death rate in 
New York City has fallen 25 per cent. In 
the same period the death rate from acute 

‘respiratory diseases, pneumonia, grip, &c., 
has increased more than 100 per cent. 
1883 between 7 and 8 per cent. of the mor- 
tality was due to these diseases. In 1903 
the death roll,had mounted to nearly 16 
per cent. In the first half of 1904 there 
Was an extraordinary: increase in deaths 
?from respiratory diseases, which amount- 
,ed to 25 per cent. of, the total deaths in 
the city. anes. 

* The Board of Health/@the report con- 

tinues, “looking forward the study of 


this problem in the revision of the Sani- 
tary Code made in 1903, fncluded this 
group of diseases in the class in which 
partly voluntary and partiv compulsory 
notification was required. This provision 
of the Sanitary Code, however, has not 
yet been enforced. It ‘3s belfeved now that 
provisions should be made for this.” 


Microbes Often Present. 


' “It' seems highly probable,” says Dr. 
|Hiss in his report, “that practically 
severy individual, at least during the Win- 
‘ter season, when exposed to environ- 


mental conditions such as exist in New 


York City, acts as the host, at some time 
or other, and probably at repeated inter- 


vals, of organisms of the true pneumo- } 


coccus type.”’ 


Little difference, he says, was found inj 


the virulence of organisms of pneumonia 
obtained from the mouths of pneumonia 
patients and healthy persons, which 
means that the same germs taken from 
the mouth of a healthy person were as 
#fatal when injected-into white mice as 
those from a severe case of lobar pneu- 
monia. In two instances appearance of 


‘the pneumonia germs in the mouths of | 


healthy persons hitherto free from them 
was coincident with ‘ catching cold,”’ but 
this was rather the exception than the 
rule. 

The largest percentage of virulent germs 
of pneumonia from the mouths of healthy 
nome were obtained from foundling 
ospital children, the next from Bellevue 


students, and the third from thé country | 


The smallest of all 
came from Saranac Lake, in the Adiron- 
dacks. 

In order to find whether the pneumococ- 
cus is a permanent resident of the mouth, 
or whether the continued finding of it 
there indicates repeated reinfections, an 
inquiry is now under way at the New 
Yerk quarantine station, where the

Discussing the methods by which per- 
fons contract pneumonia, Dr. F. C. Wood 
of Columbia University says that the 


exact way in which the germ reaches the | 


lungs is not yet thoroughly understood. 
A number of possible methods have been 
suggested. The germs ed frequently 
present in the saliva, when the resistance 
of the person is lowered by exposure or 
overwork, infection of the lungs may take 
lace by direct breathing into them of 
he moist particles from the patient’s own 
mouth containing the germ, or the saliva 
may reach the lungs by simply flowing 
through the pharynx, ° 

Another theory considers the transfer- 
ence through the blood, and another that 
the germ is carried from person to person 
by kissing or by salivary spray resulting 
from coughing, sneezing, or loud taJkingz. 
noe germ is also able to live in dry sa- 
va; 
breathed into the lungs. 

As the germs in dried saliva die within 


an hour by direct action on them of sun- | 


light or diffuse daylight, Dr. Wood con- 
cludes that the danger from powdered 


saliva may be avoided by simple illumina- | 


tion and ~entilation of the sick room in 


order to destroy the bacteria, and by the! 


avoidance of dry sweeping or dusting. Ar- 
ticles which may be contaminated and 
which cannot be cleaned by cloths, damp- 
ened by some disinfectant should be re- 
moved from the patient's vicinity, In the 
light of these experiments the risk of in- 
fection from the germs is largely con- 
fined, says Dr. Wood, to those in direct 
contact with the patient. 

“Cases of pneumonia should be con- 
sidered to a certain degree contagious,”’ 
say Dr. Park and his assistants, “and 
since the organism is very prevalent {in 
normal saliva, and its virulence may be 
quickly increased, all possible measures 
should be taken to restrict public expec- 
toration.”’ 

Dr. Leo Buerger of Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital finds that the germs might exist 
for days and even weeks in. the mouth of 
patients who have recovered from pneu- 
monia, and he further adds that hand- 
kerchiefs and cups and dishes of pneu- 
monia cases are to be regarded as among 
the means of transference of the germs. 

Dr. Longcope of the Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital writes of the mysterious substance 
which makes its appearance in the blood 
serum under certain conditions, This sub- 
stance, he says, is present in large quan- 
tities during an attack of pneumonia,

~ Says Directors Helped Wreck In- 
stitution by Reckless Work. 


ATTACKS THEIR BORROWING 


He Declares They Took Out Loans 
Without Security—Hervey, Cor- 
nell, and Others Mentioned.

TRENTON, Sept. 7.—A story of alleged 
criminality is teld to-day in a bill filed 
in Chancery Court to make the Directors 
of the Monmouth Trust Company Hable 
for $141,183, lost by loose banking meth- 
ods. 

Receiver John E. Lanning’s bill of com- 
plaint, covering more than 100 closely 
typewritten pages, indicates that the 

“depth of financial recklessness permitted 
has heretofore been told only in part. 
It declares that when the institution 
closed its doors on Feb. 13, 1903, the Di- 
rectors and officers were liable, as pay- 
ers and indorsers on notes given for 
money borrowed by them individually, 
to the extent of $141,183, and that for 
at least six years preceding the com- 
pany had been pursuing a career of wild 
speculation. 

The defendants named in the bill of 
complaint are Albert C. Twining, Senator 
Oliver H. Brown, David C. ornell, 
George F. Kroehl, William B. Harrison, 
George B. M. Harvey, Henry 
Herbert H. Vreeland, Perry R. Smith, 
Robert A. Tusting, Samuel A. Patterson, 

_ Archibald S. White, Horace B. Pierson, 
and William K. Ryan. 

The bill contains a schedule declaring 
that eight of these defendants were liable 
as payers and indorsers on notes for 
money borrowed individually by them 
from the trust company. This liability 
when the company closes its doors is 
stated at $141,183. Of this G. ; ae 
Harvey is set down for $32,601, D. C. 
Cornell for $8,721, and A. C. Twining for 
$12,401. Five other men are mentioned. 

: Comnienting on these figures, Receiver 
Lanning says that this diversion of funds 
by the officers and Directors of the trust 
company to themselves as individual bor- 
rowers was a potent factor in producing 
insolvency. The practice, he added, be- 
gan years before the company’s failure 
and continued down to that date, when it 
had become a settled policy and regular 


course of business. At the closing of the | 


institution on Feb. 13, 1903, he says, the 
: liability of the officers and Directors to 
the company as payers and indorsers on 
paper largely execeded its entire nominal 
‘ capital surplus and undivided profits and 
this was in ad¢ition to divers loans and 
advances, amounting to more than $150, - 
000, made by the company to various

At these 
meetings the business was transacted in 
such a careless and perfunctory manner 
that, notwithstanding the fact that each 
Director was paid $10 for his attendance 
at every meeting, never during the whole 
of this period, so far as the books show 
did the board, as a board, or as individ. 
uals, make any detailed and complete in- 
ventory, appraisement, and examination 
of the assets of the company, whereby 
they might compare the same with the 
ledger balances, or ascertain the value of 
every instrument of security held by the 
company, or in any other way did they 
ever ascertain, or attempt to ascertain 
the exact financial condition of the com.

the Japanese got the upper hand—1902, 
| $1.15; 1903, 75 cents; 1904, 60 cents; 1905, 
| $3.85, These are conservative quotations 
from parcels of land in the foreign settle- 

ment. 

“An indieation of the rise in prices can 

be had from the fact that a parcel of 
; Sood residence building land which was 
bought for $2,100 gold three years ago, 
protovernil was sold for $15,400 gold. The 
! advance in prices had beén very marked 
during the present year, particularly after 
the battle of Mukden. 

“Unreasonable rents are asked and 
usually secured,” says the report. ‘ The 
demand sets the price, and the demand 
far exceeds the supply. One of the oldest 
foreign residents of Niuchwang has. been 
paying a nominal rental for years, $17 
gold per month, for a small one-story 
house. This Summer an enterprising 
Japanese merchant offered $200 gold per 
month for the premises 

“The cause of abnormal advances In 
land values and rentals is due, of course, 
to the influx of Jupanese merchants. Be- 
sides, the war has, directly or indirectly, 
much to do with prevailing conditions. 
There is a congestion of Japanese mer- 
chants as well as of goods from prac- 
ticaly all nations at Niuchwang. The 
Japanese Consul at Niuchwang has ad- 
vised many of his countrymen not to 
come to Niuchwang or Manchuria at this 
time, but nevertheless the influx con- 
tinues.. Japanese war notes, Niuchwang 
taels, and Mexican dollars are used in 
the markets.”’ 


TOCLOSE MINNESOTASALOON 


Interior Department Will Enforce 
Clause in Old Indian Treaties. 


ST. PAUL, Sept. 7.—United States 
Indian Agent Scott at Walker has re- 
ceived instructions from the Interior De- 
partment at Washington to enforce the 
law forbidding liquor in the so-called 
“Indian, country.” 

United States District Attorney C. C. 
Houpt to-day said that.a strict enforce- 
ment of the law would result in the con- 
fiscation of every saloon or liquor store 
in all of Minnesota north of Fort Snelling. 
This territory includes Minneapolis, Du- 
luth, St, Cloud, Moorhead, Crookston, 
and hkundredz of smaller places. A re- 
cent decision of Judges Lockren and Mor- 
ris held that it was unlawful to maintain 
a saloon on allotted Indian lands. 

This decision, the United States District 
Attorney says, followed a United States 
| Supreme Court opinion upholding the 
treaty negotiated with the Indians in 1863 
by which the United States acquired In- 
| dian lands in the Red River Valley. One 
of the articles in this treaty prohibited 
| the sale of liquor in this territory until it 











| was provided by an act of Congress. Two 
| other treaties with the Indians negoti- 
|ated in 1854 and 1855 ceded to the United 
States the Lake Superior country, includ- 
ing Duluth and Northwestern Wisconsin 
and the middle part of Minnesota north 
of Fort Snelling. Both of these treaties 
|contain the prohibitory clause. 


REFRIGERATOR LINE DENIAL. 


Not Santa Fe Road Agent, Inter-State 
Commission Is Told. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The reply of 
the Santa Fé Refrigerator Dispatch to 
the inquiry instituted by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission concerning -the 
relations of refrigerator lines and rail- 
roads was received to-day. The respond- 
ent agrees with the defense made by 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rail- 
}road Company in that both are engaged 
in distinct commercial lines of business, 
and that the one receives no part of the 
| charges made by the other. The re- 
| frigerator line says that it does not act 
jas the agent of the railway in any man- 
| ner. 

The Dispatch Line admits that its tar- 
\iffs are not filled with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, but says that as 
it is not engaged in the business of a 
|common carrier the conduct of its busi- 
ness does not come within the purview 
pe the Inter-State Commerce act or any 
!amendment thereof. 

The reply closes with a request that 
'the Dispatch Line may be dismissed from 
| the proceedings.

The Codicil to Hyde’s Will. 


Mr. Hughes next offered in evidence a 
codicil to the last will and testament of 
James Hazen Hyde, dated June 10, 1905, 
or rather a copy received from Mr. Ryan's 
attorneys, subject to correction on ex- 
amination of the original. It reads thus: 

I, James Hazen Hyde of the town of Wesley, 
County of Suffolk, State of New York, do here- 
by make, publish, and declare this as and for 
a codicil to my last will and testament, dated 
the 28th day of January, 1905. 

Whereas, I have héretofore sold to Thomas 
F. Ryan and associates 502 shares of the capi- 
tal stock of the Equitable Life Assurance §So- 
clety of the United States, 

And Whereas, said sale was and is made upon 
the conditions among other things that I make 
this codicil to my will irrevocable, and was 
and is made in consideration, among other 
things, of my making this codicil to my will 
irrevocable, I hereby declare this codicil to be 
irrevocable, and agree to deliver the same 
simultaneously with the said will to Thomas 
F. Ryan for himself and for his associates, 

Second, whereas said shares of stock so sold 
were the subject of a certain trust deed or 
indenture dated the 17th day of September, 1895, 
by my father, Henry B. Hyde, and Louis Fitz- 
gerald and others, and were by said trust deed 
assigned and transferred to the said Henry B. 
Hyde and the said Louis Fitzgerald and others 
in said trust deed or Indenture named under 
and upon the trusts therein expressed. 

And whereas, under and by virtue of the sev- 
enth clause of said trust, a power of appajnt- 
ment was under certain conditions reserved to 
me to be exercised by me by my last will and 
testament, 

Now, therefore, in the place and stead of any 
disposition of the said shares of stock hereto- 
fore made by me and in any manner whatso- 
ever, and especially in my last will and testa- 
ment, and under the power given to me by said 
trust deed or agreement, and as a part of any 
confirmation of my said sale to Thomas F. 
Ryan and associates, I hereby direct and ap- 
point that upon my death the persons who are 
in the said deed or agreement named or their 
survivors or successors or assigns to transfer 
and deliver all the said 502 shares of stock to 
the said Thomas F. Ryan, if iMving, and if he 
is not then living, to such person or persons as 
he shall in writing and under seal designate, 
said shares of stock to be and become the abso- 
lute property of the said Thomas F. Ryan, or 
of his appointee or appointees, as the case may 
be, and I hereby revoke all and every disposi- 
tion, appointment, or designation heretofore 
made by me of or in respect to said shares of 
stock in my last wil] and testament. 

Third—I hereby expressly revoke the appoint- 
ment as executors of the persons named in my 
said last will and testament, and in place and 
stead of the persons so appointed in and by 
said last will and testament I hereby make, 
constitute, and appoint my mother, Annie F. 
Hyde, and my friends, William M. McIntyre 
and Henry Rogers Winthrop, as executrix and 
executors of and trustees under my said last 
will and testament, and of this codicil thereto. 

Fourth—I hereby revoke all other previous 
codicils to my last said will and testament.

Hyde, have to this codicil, consisting of three 
sheets of paper, to my said last will and testa. 
ment, set my hand and affixed my seal this

Mr. Alexander said he had been in- 
formed by Marcellus Hartley Dodge that 
he had sold four shares of Equitable stock 
for $2,000 a share.

‘““Do you know where Thomas D. Jor- 
dan, the Controller of the Equitable Com- 
pany now is?’ asked Mr. Hughes.

Treasurer Cromwell of the Mutual Life 
was the next witness. Mr. Cromwell did 
not complete his testimony at the morn- 
ing session, and was recalled at the after- 
noon session. Mr. Cromwell said that he 
was a Director in the Delaware and Hud- 
son Railroad, Guarantee Trust, Commer- 
cial Trust Company of New York, the 


Nassau Railroad, the Fifth Avenue Trust, 
the Manhattan Trust, the Mutual Alli- 
ance, the National Bank of Commerce, 
and several other companies. ; 

In answer to an inquiry by. Mr. Hughes 
as to how matters of investment were 
brought up in the Finance Committee of 
the Mutual, Mr. Cromwell said:

Mutual and Guarantee Trust. 


The Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
Mr. Cromwell admitted, controls the 
Guarantee Trust Company, owning from 
11,000 to 12,000 shares of its stock. Mr. 
Hughes questioned the witness to bring 
out the value of trust companies to in- 
surance companies. Mr. Cromwell re- 
ferred to a transaction in which the Mu- 
tual had bought five millions of Cuban 
bonds. He said that the Mutual had 
taken five millions of those bonds and thé 
Guarantee Trust $1,000,000. _By taking 
a large stock of bonds, it was possible, 
Mr. Cromwell said, to get them at a bet- 
ter price than if only a small number 


was subscribed for. That was one way 
in which a trust company was useful to 
an insurance company—it helped the in- 
surance company to get bonds at a better 
price 24 joining in the subscription, 

Mr. Hughes asked if the Cuban bonds 
were a good investment. Mr. Cromwell 
said they were, and then Mr. Hughes 
wanted to know why the Mutual had not 
taken the whole allotment of $5,000,000. 
Mr. Cromwell said the company did not 
desire to carry that amount. Mr. Hughes 
thereupon brought out that, as the con- 
trolling stock of the Guarantee Trust 
Company was held by the Mutual, that 
company was in no way protected by per- 
mitting the Guarantee Trust Company to 
have $1,000,000 worth of the bonds. 
in the day Mr. Cromwell corrected his 
ger gd by saying he was in error when 

he Guarantee Trust Company got 
any of the Cuban bonds. So his argument 
as to the help the Guarantee Trust Com- 
pany was to the Mutual in that transac- 
tion fell to the ground. 

“You made mention of the syndicate 
that floated the Cuban bond issue. Who 
controlled that syndicate?” asked Mr. 


Hughes. 

“Speyer & Co. were the ones that 
treated with Cuba. I think the Gallatin 
Bank was in the syndicate, and the other 
large life insurance companies also took 
some of the bonds.”’ 

Q.—Were any of the officers of the Mutual 
Life participators in the Cuban bond syndi- 
cate? A.—I want to state specifically that I 
took some Cuban bonds myself, but I did not 
take them for many days after the Mutual 
Life had its allotment. 

Q.—Did you take them by participating in 
the syndicate? A.—yYes, Sir. got mine 
through a banking house that took a million 
of them. 

Q.—What banking house was that? 
Strong, Sturgis & Co. ‘ 


Others Took Bonds. 


Q.—Did other members of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Mutual Life do likewise? A.-—I 
am very sure they did. I told Mr, McCurdy, 
Mr. Haven, and Mr. Juilliard that they had 
better have some. 

Mr. Cromwell testified that the Mutual 
Company held 2,000 shares of the stock 
of the Morton Trust Company, for which 
the company had paid $250 a share. Mr. 
Cromwell said that he was a stockholder 
in the Morton Trust Company, holding 
fifty shares of stock. Richard A. Mc- 
Curdy and Messrs. Haven and Juilliard 
were also stockholders, he said. 

“What deposit does the Mutual keep 
with the Morton Trust Company?” 
“Five hundred thousand dollars.” 

It was brought out that the deposit of 
$500,000 is never drawn against, and that 
all the Mutual gets on it is 2 per cent. in- 
terest. The deposit has been kept with 
the Morton. Trust Company since 1899, 
Mr. Cromwell explained that one of the 
reasons why the Mutual kept large depos- 
its with the Morton and other trust com- 
panies was that those deposits served to 
enhance the stock of the trust companies 
in which the utual had a large in- 
terest. He said there was not a trust 
company stock held by the Mutual which 
had not increased in value. The. aggre- 
gate increase he estimated at $22,000,600. 
‘“What relation has your keeping de- 
osits in the trust company to the mak- 
ng of the trust compapy’s stock profita- 
ble?’ asked Mr. Hughes. 

“I suppose that carrying a good line 
of deposits would assist them, and aid in 
the prosperity of the company.” 

“The trust company makes its money 
by lending the funds with the trust com- 
pany through deposit by you, which d¢& 
posits are large deposits permanently 
maintained and not drawn against, and 
you consider that an important item 9 
value in making the trust company suc- 
cessful? ”’ 

‘Yes, Sir, and there are times when the 
trust company will see that It can make 
a large loan at a lower rate of interest 
when we are full of money, and I may say 
to them: ‘ We will deposit a million dol- 
lars with you in order that you might 
make the loan.’ ”’ 


The Loan to the Central. 


The way that Mr. Hughes jumped at 
that piece of bait was a delight to watch. 
Before he got through questioning Mr. 
Cromwell along that line he had brougnt 
out the fact that the Mutual had depos- 
ited $1,500,000 with the Guarantee Trust 
Company to cnrable the trust company 
to lend that amount to the New York 
Central Railroad. 

Mr. Cromwell was then called on by 
Mr. Hughes to explain the operations of 


syndicates, and did so. His general ex- 
planation. however, was less interesting 
and less to the point than the concrete 
instance he cited of the purchase by the 
Mutual and by members of its Finance 
Committee of Japanese bonds. The cross- 
examination on this point was as follows: 

Q.—I want to know just what this partici- 
pation of the members of the Finance Commit- 
tee in syndicate operntion is. Do they go into 
the syndicate, or patticipate in the syndicate? 
A.—Well, I will tell you one thing. I took fift; 
of those last Japanese bonds myself and with- 
drew. 

Q.—And withdrew? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—You then were a member of the syndicate? 
A.—The company subscribed for four million, 
and I was not here at that time, but sent word 
and asked if I could not get fifty of them. 


Syndicate Participation. 


Q.—They gave you a syndicate participation 
of fifty? A.—And I withdrew them, 

Q.—They were withdrawn. A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—But you as an investment took your syn- 
dicate proportion? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And then, subsequently did the Mutyal 
Life Insurance Company buy from Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co, some of these Japanese bonds that were 
sold by them as managers of this syndicate? 
A.—Yes, Sir, they bought $3,000,000. 

Q.—Did you get your statement of profits 
upon that transaction? A.—I have not had any 
statement of profits. 

Q.—You expect to get one, don’t you? A.—I 
expect to get a statement of the net cost to me 
of the bonds I keep. 

Q.—You will get a statement of your propor- 
tionate share of your participation in your 
allotment of fifty? A.—If I do not buy the 
bonds— 

Q.—(Interrupting)—If you do buy the bonds, 
there is a general profit to you on the public 
offering? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And you will have your share of that? 
A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And that is true of the other gentlemen 
of the Finance Committee who became part of 
this syndicate? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Hughes then took up the transac- 
tions of the Mutual with the Atchison 
Topeka and Santa Fé, the Atlantic Coast 
Syndicate Line, the Oregon Short Line, 
the California Bank, and other companfes. 
The testimony as to the part played. by 
the Directors of the Mutual in these 
transactions was similar in character to 
that which they played in the transac- 
tions of which details have been given. 
Mr. Hughes called on Mr. Cromwell to 
furnish the committee with .a complete 
list of the syndicate transactions of the 
Mutual, and also ofthe participation in 
them of the officers of the company. 

James M. Beck, representing the com- 
pany, said that the company would be 
pleased to furnish the committee with 
all of the data it desired. 

At the conclusion of the testimony of 
Mr. Cromwell the committee adjourned 
until 10 o’clock this morning.

BERLIN, Sept. 7.—An official bulletin 
announced that fifteen new cases of chol- 
era and six deaths were reported during 
the twenty-four hours ending at noon to- 
day.

After the news of the peace had been 
megaphoned from some of the higher win- 
dows of the Narragansett Club, in West 
Fifty-fourth Street, 600 Curry men lined 
up for a triumphal march through the 
district. Those too young to vote re- 
celved Roman candles. Many equipped 
themselves with worn-out brooms, which 
they lighted up. Curry was lifted to the 
shoulders of a half dozen lieutenants and 
borne along through street after street. 
There was no mistaking where he was; 
the glare of the brooms and the flare of 
the fireworks kept him in evidence. 

** Good-bye, Judge,”’ shouted the march- 
ers, referring to McMahon. Then the fife 
and drum corps played ‘‘ Tamman-ee”’ for 
jthe ninety-ninth time. ‘Hurrah for 
Curry!’’ and ‘“‘ What's the matter with 
Curry?”’ welled from a thousand throats. 
This thing was kept up until the victors 
turned into Fifty-seventh Street at Tenth 
Avenue. Then every. bit of Hight or fire 
in the home of the John F. Curry As- 
sociation at No. 447 was let loose, and 
the block turned out to welcome the new 
leader. Curry had almost to fight his 
way into the clubhouse. There he was 
surrounded by a dozen of his closest 
lieutenants in the ‘office.’”” He said 
quietly: 

“I shall attempt 





to unify the Demo- 
crats of the Seventeenth Assembly Dis- 
trict. These efforts will be with a view 
to having the district give the Democratic 
ticket the largest~vote this year that it 
has ever given.

Curry was 
young and popular, and he made an ex- 
cellent. run. McMahon -beat him by only 
afew votes, and the Curryites declared 
| that there had been some “ funny work.” 
| Instead of giving up tne fight on Mc- 
Mahon they went. ahead, hammer and 
tongs. 
Then McMahon resigned. . His resigna- 
| tion was not accepted until last night. 
| The hope of the McMahon people in post- 
ponement was to elect Commissioner Best 
to succeed McMahon. 

‘Best is just McMahon,”’ said 
Curryites. ‘‘ We won't have him ”

HEAD-ON COLLISION 
KILLS 2 AND HURTS 50 


Engineer of an Excursion Train 
Makes a Fatal Mistake, 


RUNS BY MEETING POINT 


Two Passenger Trains Crash in Penn- 
sylvania’"While Going at High» 
Speed—Engines Demolished. 


NEWCASTLE, Penn., Sept. 7.—T wo per- 
sons were killed and half a hundred were 
more or less severely injured in a col- 
lision this morning between an excursion 
train from this city and a regular pas- 
senger train on the Western New York 
and Pennsylvania Road, seven miles north 
of this city. According to the statement 
of Samuel Cox, fireman of the wrecked 
excursion train, to the Coroner, the ac- 
cident was due to carelessness. 

Fireman Cox is reported to have said 
that he understood the orders to be for 
the excursion to stop at Graham's Siding 
to allow the regular southbound passen- 
ger train from Oil City to pass. There 
was an interval of three minutes before 
it was due at Wilmington Junction, two 
miles north of Graham's, and Engineer 
Popham, according to Cox, pulled out, 
thinking he could pass the regular train 
at that point. His failure to reach Wil- 
mington Junction cost the lives of the 
engineer and fireman of the regular train 
and may cause his own death. 

The excursion was composed of ten 
coaches and carried 300 people. Both 
trains were running rapidly and the im- 
pact was terrific. The engines were 
jammed together and the coaches were 
piled in a confused mass. The engines 
were reduced to scrap iron, 

Those who escaped injury lent their aid 
at once in extricating the injured, who 
were caught in the débris. 

Telegrams were quickly sent notifying 
the railroad officials at Newcastle of the 
wreck and in a;short time a relief train 
with a corps of physicians and nurses | 
went to the scene. 

The dead are J. C. Maskracy, engineer, 
and Fireman Cannon of the regular train, 
Those most seriously injured are Harry 
Sheelerman, passenger, and John Pop- 
ham, engineer of the excursion train.

TEXAS MOB BURNS 
NEGRO AT THE STAKE 


_Confessed to Assault-on Wife of 
His Employer. 


RELATIVES SEE HIM DIE 


Crowd’s Vengeance Deferred Till Ar- 
rival of Brother and Sister, Sum- 
moned by Telephone.

DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 7.—After confess- 
ing that he had assaulted Mrs. Norris, 
the wife of a cotton planter for whom he 
worked at Howard, Steve Aron, a negro, 
, was brought from Italy, Texas, where he 
Was captured this afternoon, hurried to 
, the town where the crime was committed, 
and, in the presence of a mob of several 
thousand persons, burned at the stake. 

The assault was committed on Monday 
last, and since that time several hundred 
angry farmers have been scouring the 
country, which is in a wild district and 
off the railroad, vowing that they would 
visit summary vengeance on the man 
when he was taken. Four negroes pre- 
viously arrested had been brought before 
the injured woman, who is still in a 
_ critical condition, but she failed to recog- 
nize them. Aron knew that his end was 
near &@s soon as he was apprehended. He 
confessed at once, and without delay the 
‘mob hurried him across the country to 
the farm of Jourdan Brown, near the 
Norris house. 

When told what the mob intended to do 
to him Aron begged piteously not to be 
burned, but to be hanged or shot. Noth- 
ing less than burning woald satisfy his 
captors, however, and then the negro 


begged that his brother and sister be! 
called up by telephone, six miles away, | 


_ and allowed to see him before the end 
came. They were communicated with and 
added their pleas to those of the con- 


demned man without avail. One hour was | 


given them to reach the scene of the 
tragedy if they wished to see Aron for 
the last time. 

Meanwhile word had been sent all over 
the country that the guilty man had been 
captured, and 2,000 persons gathered to 
see the burning.

Indications That Apples and Apricots 
Will Find Market in France. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Consul Thack- 
ara, writing from Havre, sends a timely 
report on the fruit outlook 
He says there will be a good demand ‘for 
apples and apricots, _and 


to secure for American fruit dealers a 
large part of French trade. He writes: 

“It is somewhat early to make an ac- 
curate prediction as to the bulk and 
quality of the coming French fruit crop, 
but it may be of interest to the growers 
and exporters of American fruit to learn 
what are the prospects at this time for 
securing an outlet for the sale of their 
products in the Havre market, Unless 
there should be unusually unfavorable 
climatic conditions during the next six 
weeks the chances are that the French 
prune crop will be above the average, as 
all reports from the growing districts are 
satisfactory. The large sizes, however, 
gre not abundant, and there may be 
some business done with the United 
States, provided the American prices be- 
come lower. They are too high at pres- 
ent to compete with those of the native- 
grown fruit. ° 

“The prospects for a good native cr p 
of apricots are favorable, but owing™to 
the low prices of the American fruit now 
ruling in the United States, purchases 
have already been made for importation 
into France, and there will probably be 


a fair demand for American apricots dur- 
ing the coming season. There are no 
stocks of apricots left over in Havre from 
last year. 

“All the reports from the apple-grow- 
ing districts of France indicate that the 
coming crop will be much below the aver- 
age. wing to the abundant native crop 
of last year large quantities of cider were 
made by the farmers and considerable 
stocks are now on hand. It is also esti- 
mated that there still remain in Havre 
from 4,000 to 5,000 barrels of chopped 
American apples of the crop of 1903, more 
or iess eteriorated, notwithstanding 
which the dealers anticipate an average 
trade in the American product. . 

“Light-colored apricots, technically 
called ‘bright goods,’ are those most 
wanted in the French market. 

“Care should be taken that the boxes 
fn which prunes and apricots are packed 
are of sufficient strength to stand the 
handling they receive while being trans- 
ported to France.”’ 


AMERICANS PRUNE EATERS. 


100,000,000 Pounds Consumed in This 
Country Every Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—In the United 
States 100,000,000 pounds of prunes are 
eaten yearly. Prior to 1886 the supply 
came almost wholly from France and the 
Danubian provinces, and sold under the 
@esignation of ‘‘ French” or “ Turkish” 
prunes. In the year referred to prunes of 
American growth appeared on the market 
and with each succecding year the supply 
has increased until the importation of for- 
eign fruit has been reduced to extremely 
small proportions. 

Much the larger portion of the prune 
supply is.from the southern part of Cali- 
fornia, where climatic peculiarities are 
extremely favorable for its production, In 
Santa Clara County alone there are 3,700,- 
000 trees growing on 37,000 acres. The 
quantity of prunes somewhat exceeds 
110,000,000 pounds—more than enough for

WITTE ENTERTAINS PRIESTS. 


Russian Clergymen at Envoy's Lunch- 
eon—De Martens Sails. 


M. Witte, the Russian peace envoy, en- 
tertained the Rev. Alexander A. hotovit- 
sky of the Russian Orthodox Church 
here and a number of Russian priests 
from this and other states at a luncheon 
yesterday. The luncheon was attended 
by the entire Russian suite except M. de 
Martens, the expert on international law, 
who sailed yesterday morning for Havre 
on the steamship Lorraine. 

Mr. Martens has a copy of the peace 
treaty signed at Portsmouth and will, in 
all probability, proceed to St. Petersburg 
without a stop. He would not discuss the 
terms of the treaty at the steamship pier, 
on the strength of which a yarn was cir- 
culated that he had said that he bore a 
secret treaty to the Czar. A number of 
friends were at the pier to say good-bys 
: him. 

He said that the American people had 
left nothing undone to make the peace 
envoys and those who came with them 
feel that they were in the possession of 
the Nation's fullest sympathy. 

Yesterday afternoon M. Witte, with a 
member of his suite, took an automobile 
jride through Central Park. Two detect- 
jive Sergeants from Police Headquarters 
were in the motor car. 

It was not until 11 o’clock in the fore- 
noon that M. Witte appeared in the cor- 
ridor of his hotel. He was all smiles, and 
stopped to shake hands with the reporters. 
He expressed his thanks. for the con- 
gratulations which had been showered 
upon him since his arrival from Ports- 
mouth, 

“‘I am very sorry,” he said, “that it 
will be necessary for me to go home 
next Tuesday. I would like very much 
| to make an extended stay. America is 
|most interesting, and I am delighted with 
the American people.”

AMERICAN GOODS IN SHANGHAI 





| San Francisco Urges Necessity of Per- 
| manent Exhibition in China. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Baruch Cerf 
of San Francisco writes an interesting 
letter to the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, in which he discusses the methods 
of advancing commerce in China, and in 
this connection points out the necessity of 
conforming to usages 


to American mercantile bodies. Mr, Cerf 
explains that the non-existence of any or- 
ganization in China through which Ameri- 
can commercial bodies, manufacturers, 
and merchants, or their representatives 
can be assisted and advised about the pe- 
culiarities of different geographical sec- 
tions, has been a serious handicap to the 
advancement of American trade, 

It is pointed out that, in a country 
where class distinctions count for so much 
and formalities are of vital importance, 
the mistakes of American representatives 
| who have sought Chinese merchants with- 
out proper introduction have been most 
|eostly, preventing Americans from meet- 
jing the representatives of responsible Chi- 
|nese firms. The employment of irrrespon- 
sible and low-class interpreters has result- 
ed in much injury. 

As a result of his own experience Mr. 
Cerf declares that there is urgent neces- 
sity for providing permanent headquarters 
|in China where American representatives 
}can obtain full information and be proper- 
| ly and promptly directed as to modes of 
| procedure. 

With this idea in view, Mr. Cerf writes 
that he has arranged in China prelim- 
inaries for establishing a permanent ex- 
| hibition at Shanghai, which shall not only 
|be an exhibit, but an active agency for 
the distribution of information for the 
benefit of American commerce. He has 
conferred with prominent Chinese gentle- 
men of the highest class and repute, rep- 
| resenting official and mercantile classes, 
| men who are well versed in the customs 


and needs of the country, and known to 
the commercial world at. Shanghai. 
Chinese gentlemen of these classes would 
become associated with the exhibit and 
bring an influence of great value in its 
administration. 

It is proposed that the enterprise shall 
be conducted as an exhibit solely.

FEWER BRITISH STRIKES.

Less Than One Per Cent. of Wortsing | 
People Involved in 1904. |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Consul Grif- 
fiths of Liverpool, in a report on strikes 
in Great Britain, says: 

“A report of the Board of Trade on 
strikes and lockouts in the United King- 
dom in the year 1904 has just been pub- 
lished, It shows that 354 labor disputes 
were recorded during the year, involving 
about 87,000 work people, or less than 1 
per cent. of the industrial population of 
the country, exclusive of agricultural] la- 
borers and seamen. The disputes, old and 
new, which were presented for arbitra- 
tion and settlement in 1904, resulted in 
the loss of about 1,450,000 working days. 
More than two-fifths of the disputes 
arose in the mining and quarrying indus- 
tries, 

‘Taking the whole industrial popula- 
tion into consideration, the time lost by 
these disputes amounted during the year 
to only about one-seventh of a day for 
each employe. The average annual num- 
ber of labor disputes in the five years 
from (1899 to 1903 was 568. The average 
number of work people affected was 184,- 
000, and the average duration of the dis- 
putes was 8,125,000 days. In the five 
preceding years, from 1894 to 1898, the 
average annual number of disputes was 
835 ; the average number of work people 
affected, 254,000, and the average dura- 
tion of the disputes 8,927,000 days. | 

“The principal cause of the labor diffi- | 
culties in 1904, as in previous years, was | 
the wage question There was a smaller | 
number of persons affected by disputes | 
last year over working arrangements and 
through the refusal to work with non- | 
union men than in the preceding year. 
The number of labor disputes in 1904 was 
far less than the annual average for the 
decade from 1894 to 1903, while the num- 
ber of working people affected by these 
disputes in 1904 was about one-third of the 
average number affected from 1894 to 
1808, and less than one-half of the average 
number affected from 1899 to 1903.

SEA GIRT, N. J., Sept. 7.—By winning the 
regimental skirmish match to-day the United 
States Marine Corps secured permanent posses- 
sion of the two-hundred-and-fifty-dollar trophy, 
as the marines won it a year ago.

The banks go on paying the 
same rate for deposits that they did 
when money was a drug, and the flood 
of superfluous cash poured in upon 
them at that time is now suddenly 
withdrawn, not in the manner in which 
it was deposited—in credit balances— 
but in currency, a demand which falls 
upon the banks with fourfold weight.

THE MAIL DRIVERS’ STRIKE. 
It does not appear that the strike of 
the drivers of mail wagons is serious 


or formidable. Seemingly, the drivers 
were not well advised in king 


it, nor the Teamsters’ Union in sanc- 
tioning it. Driving horses is labor so 
slightly skilled that it may fairly be 
called unskilled, and entitled only to 
the wages of unskilled labor. The street 
car driver, when horses were still used 
on street cars, could plead that a 
“green hand’ was liable to derail a 
car. But to drive a mail wagon from 
the Post Office to a station is an even 
simpler matter than to drive a horse 
car. The leaders of the strike repre- 
sent it, naturally, as a deep art and 
mystery. But the fact is that there is 
not a farmer’s boy in the State of New 
York who is not up to it, ex officio, 
and the wages of it are fixed accord- 
ingly. 

The drivers can get more than the 
market value of unskilled labor only by 
preventing those who would like to take 
their places at wages they decline from 
doing so. This can be effected only by 
violence or intimidation. Unfortunate- 
ly for themselves, they have chosen the 
most dangerous possible field for the 
“ entertain- 
ment.” For they can scarcely attack 
non-union drivers without obstructing 
the United States mails. That, as 
doubtless they are all aware, is a very 
dangerous business. This truth Mr. 
GROVER CLEVELAND once managed to 
impress with great force upon Mr. 
EvGENr V. Dress. It will surely be

TOPICS OF THE TiMES. 


If any doubts had as- 
sailed us—none did, by 
the way—as to the 
print-worthness and 
print-fitness of the dis- 
patch about Kermit ROOSEVELT and his 
relinquishment of his lower berth in the 
sleeping car to passengers less agile than 
himself, those doubts would have been 
quite dispelled by the evidences of wide- 
spread interest in the little episode which 
our correspondents are giving us by every 
mail. Of course, opinions are divided, as 
they are on every interesting episode, 
but by a large majority the letter-writers 
are deciding in favor of the propriety of 
the dispatch, and the yvehemence of their 
communications leaves no question as to 
their estimate of its importance. We are 
grieved, however, that even one of those 
who sided with us in the matter should 
have done so under the delusion that in 
printing the dispatch we trusted to the 
“influence”’’ of an example set by a 
President’s son for conveying to Ameri- 
can boys in general a much-needed les- 
son, We hadn't even the trace of any 
such expectation, and we think that 
American boys, while certainly no more 
courteous, kindly, and unselfish than other 
boys, have no peculiar lack of those ad- 
mirable qualities. The immature human 
animal is much the same all over the 
world, and there is not one anywhere, we 
suspect, whose natural inclinations to- 
ward misbehavior would not be increased 
rather than decreased if he were either 
commanded or implored to do or be any- 
thing whatever simply because the Presi- 
dent’s son did that thing or was it. As for 
the manners of our boys, and others, they 
are about what a wise phylogenist would 
expect from beings just passing from the 
Savage to the barbarous stage of racial 
development. The American boy, to be 
sure, is not as a rule subjected to the 
brutal repression of his natural impulses 
that is still suffered by the boys of some 
lands and was once suffered by most boys 
in all lands. As a result he is perhaps 
apt to be a little more “ troublesome” 
to his elders than are some foreign youth, 
but the man of whom the American boy 
is the father seems to us to be on the 
whole a commendable as well as highly 
efficient variant or species of the genus 
homo, and he could not be either if there 
were anything radically or even serious- 
ly wrong in his early training. We are 
as ready as anybody could be to admit 
both the possibility and the need of im- 
proving that training, but he knows boys 
little indeed who is not aware that hatred, 
not emulation, is aroused in them when 
another boy is held up as a paragon of 
one or all the virtues, and he knows boys 
still less who treats an act of mannerly 
generosity by one of them as notable 
enough to be a “lesson.’’ Circumstances, 
however, may: make it quite notable 
enough to be “news,” and to make a 
lot of correspondents forget the fate of 
nations while writing letters to the paper 
that provided them with the details, 


Praised, but 
Not 
Understood. 


Judging from the tel- 
egraphed reports of a 
speech on the origin of 
storms delivered in St. 
Louis this week by Dr. 
W. McGez, who was head of the an- 
thropological department of the recent 
World’s Fair in that city, one gets the 
conviction that knowledge of anthropology 
is not the very best of qualifications for 
meteordlogic theorizing. Dr. McGrr de- 
scribed the Great American Desert, 
through which he had just been traveling, 
as a ‘‘storm-breeding belt,’’ which has, 
we believe, been done before, but when 
he went on to explain the process things 
became much more vague and misty than 
they ever are In his so-called desert. It 
was flat, he said, and its radiation of heat 
large and regular. This heat kept aque- 
ous vapors from the Pacific and the Gulf 
of California high in air, and they passed 
over without condensation till they were 
above regions cooler and less even. Hence 
—storms! We do not see the logical nexus 
and the theory seems just a little incon- 
dite. It might do as a theory of storm 
prevention or storm delaying, but as a 
theory of storm breeding it is not exactly 
a success—as little of a success, perhaps, 
as the one credited in a San Francisco 
dispatch to Prof. PICKERING of Harvard, 
who was made to say that the Pacific 
Ocean was a hole left by the removal of 
the matter composing the moon, and to 
present as proof of this statement the fact 
that he saw many likenesses between the 
lunar craters ind the Hawaiian volcanoes. 
We suspect that Prof. PICKERING was 
slightly misquoted by a too ambitious re- 
porter, but we will not even venture to 
suspect what was the matter with Dr. 
McGer’s theory of storm breeding.

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OLD MAN’S REMARKABLE FEAT. 


At 73 He Climbs a 70-Foot Pole—A

A GREAT STEP IN ADVANCE 


Candidates for Government Posts Will 
In Future Have to be Educated 
In the Western Manner. 


PEKING, Sept. 6, (Delayed.)—An im- 
portant edict has been issued, in response 
to the memorial of Yuan-Shi-Ki and other 
prominent men, abolishing examinations 
for the old system of degrees. . 

By means of this system, established 
from time immemorial, China has recruit- 
ed Government officers. The idea of ob- 
taining by competitive examination the 
best educuted men is essentially good, but 
the system has been rendered entirely fu- 
tile by the knowledge demanded. Hith- 
e:to the aspirant for honors has been re- 
quired to be proficient in the writings of 
Confucius end other classics, and to he 
able to compose essays in a particular 
form constituting really a kind of liter- 
ary jugglery. The learning so acquired 
‘vas entirely useless for practical pur 
poses, while the close study required to 
attein the recessary knowledge prevented 
atirention to other modern and more ust- 
‘vi subjec's. Moreover, the posts of 
honor always falling to the lot of stc- 
ufful candidates thus edi-cated, eftorts 
in the a.rection of Western learning were 
discouragee. 

In future officials will be recruited from 
the ranks of those educated according to 
the modern system in schools to be estab- 
ished throughout the country. Exami- | 
nations will be held in the various schools 
and not in the central towns as formerly. 
This edict offers the strongest induce- 
ment to the Chinese to acquaint them-| 
selves with Western learning, and will 
prove a most effective means for China's 
salvation. 

Another edict advocates the sending of 
inoreasing numbers of students abroad, 
chiefly to America and England.

LYME SCHOOL OF PAINTERS.| 


Exhibition for the Benefit of the Lud- 
ington Village Library. 


LYME, Conn., Sept. 6.—Just after pass- 
ing the Connecticut eastward one sees a 
white spire rising beyond the meadows 
of Lieutenant River, the spire of a little 
church of wood in a classical style which 
is said to owe its original design to Sir 
Christopher Wren. It is the Church of 
Old Lyme, where a number of painters 
have been foregathering year after year, 
some of them buying houses and farms, 
others passing the Summer in a Colonial 
homestead which has become a notable 
spot for American art. 

The Lyme school of painters has once 
more opened a Summer exhibition for the 
benefit of the village library erected by 
Mr. Ludington on the picturesque main 
street. It is a collection of tonal pict- 
ures for the most part, landscapes and 
marines, with a few oattle and figure 
pieces, and this year there appear sev- 
eral paintings by the lovers of sunlight, 
the ‘‘open-air”’ painters who in Winter! 
are seen at their best in the exhibition of 
the Ten American Painters in New York. 
The lower rooms of the snug little brick | 
library present in pretty poor light some 
forty canvases, and on the upper floor 
hangs a collection of oil sketches. Mr. 
H. R. Poore has a fine study of sky and 
sea in ‘‘ Storm Clouds,” a rich autumnal 
river scene called ‘‘A Cattle Ferry,’’ and 
a view of marshes full of temperament.

Secretary Wilson Orders Experiments 
and Tells Why.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7. — Secretary 
Wilson has utilized a moment of respite 
from investigating scandals in his depart- 
ment to take up with the head of his| 
Dairy Department, E, F, Webster, the 
subject of dried buttermilk. 

“There is no better drink,’’ said Sec- 
retary Wilson, “than buttermilk when it 
comes fresh from the churn. Two days 
later it is so fermented that it makes pigs 
squeal to smel! it. I think there should | 
be some way to preserve it for commer- | 
cial uses. I said to Mr. Webster, ‘ Try | 
and see if you can preserve it in some | 
practical and inexpensive way. Perhaps} 
it can be done in tins. If not, it may be| 
dried, possibly, by driving the water cut | 
of it, and then the consumer may restore | 


the water and have his buttermilk fresh | 
and wholesome any time.’ We hope to 
get some sort of practical results from | 
our exepriments.”

Don’t Speculate Too Much.” 


TALKS OF WESTERN PROSPECT 


And Says He Never Did Understand 
That Stock Market and Doesn’t 
Pretend To. 


James J. Hill got back to town rather 
suddenly yesterday and announced him- 
self a conservative bull on business con- 
ditions in the country “ provided folks 
don’t speculate too much.” Mr. Hill will 
be in this part of the country for ten 
days or two weeks, and then it is ex- 
pected will return West. Yesterday he 
wasn’t at all talkative about his proper- 
ties and confined himself to some desul- 
tory remarks about the stock market and 
his ideas of the growing crops. 

Mr. Hill has not improved his views of 
the corn and wheat prospects since his 
last return from a Western trip. 

“Tt’s a good average crop of wheat, al- 
though there is considerable damage in 
some sections, and a reasonable corn 
crop,”” he said, ‘but I won't make any 
predictions about the corn,’ 

‘* What do you think about railroad con- 
ditions in the West?’’ was asked. 

He laughed. ‘‘ That’s a very broad ques- 
tion,” he said, “I think a little too broad 
for me to answer in the limited time at 
my disposal.”’ 

His attention was called to the fact that 
at a time when the railroads are report- 
ing large increases in earnings, and in 
many instances new high records, the 
stock market is experiencing a severe re- 
action, which is said to have no explana- 
tion in actual conditions throughout the 
country. 

“Well, the stock market Is a fearful and 
wonderful thing,’’ said Mr, Hill. ‘‘I never 
did understand it and I don’t pretend to 
now.” 

“What of general 
asked. 

**General business is sound, if the folks 
don’t speculate too much.” 

“Then you are a conservative bull, Mr. 
Hill?"”’ 

“Yes, that’s it; a conservative bull— 
provided folks don’t speculate too much,” 
he repeated.

“Who's interested in that?’’ he asked.

*“*Yes, I suppose that’s so,” said Mr. 
Hill, “‘ but I guess the public will have to 
wait.”’ 

Mr. Hill declined to make any comment 
on the effect of the declaration of peace 
upon our trade with the Orient, replying 
to a question: 

“When did we ever get any trade with 


the Orient?” Nor was he disposed to 
answer his own query. 

Asked if it were probable that an active 
competition for business would be built up 
between his road and the Canadian Pa- 
cific, which according to Montreal dis- 
patches yesterday has succeeded in- dix 
verting thé ores of Le Roi Mining Cam-

“UNION SELLING AFFAIRS. 
Directors of the Cordage Trust’s Agent 


Considering Liquidation. 


It became known yesterday that the Di- 
rectors of the Union Selling Company, the 
concern which was formed to handle the 
product of the Standard Rope and Twine 
Company, will meet in the near future to 
consider whether the company shall be 
put into liquidation. The difficulties at- 
tending the proposed reorganization of the 
Standard Rope and Twine, which was bet- 
ter known as the Cordage Trust, are pri- 
marily responsible for this condition in 
the Union Selling Company, and it Is 
known that some of the interests in the 
latter concern believe that the prospects 
of a reorganization of the former are #0 
dark that it will hardly pay the Selling 
Company to continue long in business. 

Wall Street was interested in the news 
by reason of the fact that the contract 
between the Selling Company and the 
Standard Rope and Twine, under which 
the product of the latter was handled, 
was criticised severely at the time the 
Cordage Trust went to pieces and held 
primarily to be responsible for its ina- 
bility to make money. It appears that 
when receivers were appointed for the 
Standard Rope and Twine most of its 
tangible assets, aside from buildings and 
ground owned, were mortgaged to the 
Union Selling Company as security for a 
long series of loans. The question arose 
between the Selling Company and the re- 
ceivers as to which should operate the 
Standard Rope and Twine during the re- 
ceivership. It was finally decided that 
the receivers should clean up stock on 
hand and unfilled orders, and from the 
proceeds should pay off the debts to the 
Selling Company. 

This has now been going on for a year 
or so, with the result that very little re- 
mains of the stock of the Standard Rope 
and Twine, and that most, if not all, of 
its outstanding orders have been com- 
pietee. Consequently there is left very 
ittle reason of being for the Selling Com- 
pany, which has already largely decreased 


its force and discontinued all but two of 
its agencies.

COMPLAINS OF INDIFFERENCE. 


Consul Skinner Thinks Americans 
) Careless of Foreign Trade. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Instructions 
were recently sent by the State Depart- 
ment to Consul Robert P. Skinner of 
Marseilles, France, at the request of a 
representative association of manufac- 
turers for a report upon ‘‘ Manufacturers’ 
Indifference to Foreign Trade.’’ A report 
has been made by the consul which con- 
tains advice based on his experience. The 
following paragraphs are taken from Con- 
sul Skinner’s report: 

‘It is, of course, true that the number 
of American firms patiently working up 
their over-sea business is increasing very 
rapidly, but not so rapidly as to prevent 
me from saying that the difficulty with 
our foreign trade is quite as much to find 
American firms willing to sell as to find 
foreign firms willing to buy. Let me cite 
only the cotton godds trade. Every list of 
American manufacturers in my possession 
contains a large number of cotton goods 
producers. It is fairly to be presumed, in 
view of these advertisements, that they 
are seeking new business. I have sent 
these names to buyers of cotton fabrics in 
France, Morocco, Tripoli, Tunis, Abys- 
‘sinia, and Persia, and I have yet to hear 
of one manufacturer who has been willing 
to engage in actual business relations. 

‘We want favorable treatment as re- 
gards tariffs. We want better banking 
and freight facilities; we want every ad- 
vantage possessed by our competitors, but 
we can overcome every disadvantage and 
stil] fail to increase measurably our ex- 
ports of manufactured goods if the manu- 
facturers thereof cannot be found will- 
ing to sell. Thé firms who are succeeding 
in the export business are principally 


those who sell almost from factory to con- 
sumer. They have their own agencies and 
their own methods, but the general atti- 
tude ot Amasioas ee and ad 
army of general sales nts, agen .

| French Heroine of the Conflict of 1870 
—Speeches at Grave. 


PARIS, Aug. 25.—‘‘ Mother "’ Jarrethout, 
i‘*the glorious Breton,” is dead. Until 
| Mme. Hofer won the forty-thousand-pound 
| prize in the Press lottery Mme. Jarrethout 
was the most famous of the cantinieres In 
the French Army. 

She was born in 1817, and was 53 when 
|war with Germany broke out. She en- 
listed as a cantiniere so as to serve her 
country and be with her husband and son, 
both privates in the francs-tireurs. 

Mme. Jarrethout went through the 
whole campaign as cook, as nurse, and 
sometimes as a soldier, too, for she could 
use a rifle, and did so on occasions. At 
Ablis, in October, 1870, she took two pris- 
oners in an engagement with the White 
Cuirasseurs. At Alengon, in the following 
January, she was severely wounded, but 


| tled up her wound and went on caring for 
the wounds of “her children,” as she 
called the soldiers. 

Finally, during the siege of Chateau 
d’Un, she dressed herself in a man’s uni-. 
|form, took her turn on the walls with 
| the defenders of the town, and when her 
| work there was done threw a loose gown. 
over her uniform and went to do what she 
could for the sick and wounded in the 
hospital. 

For her bravery Mme. Jarrethout was 
given the Cross of the Legion of Honor, ‘ 
and on official occasions numbers of less- , 
er medals decorated her. She died in 
| poverty and her burial yesterday was of. 

“the eighth class” only. But a picket 
of soldiers followed the poor coffin to the 
grave, officers made speeches over it, and 

her old comrades mustered from all parts 

of France to say good-bye. ‘‘ She was a 

good woman and a brave,” sald one vet- 
| eran, whom she had nursed thirty-five 

years ago, and his few words were worth 
more than all the eulogy in the official 
speeches.—London Express.
